REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
. Applicant's arguments/remarks filed 2/18/2009 have been carefully considered and the 
claims have been found allowable over prior art of record for the following reasons: 
Moffett is drawn to the treatment of wastewater whereas the instant claims are to a 
method of dewatering stillage solids and based on applicant's arguments on record that 
the nature of waste water is different from grain stillage (see page 10, second full 
paragraph), one of ordinary skill in the art would not have considered the Moffett patent, 
particularly since in the Moffett patent the flocculation in waste water occurs by using a 
combination of polysilicates colloids and organic polymers that include anionic 
polyacrylamide which does not fairly suggest the claimed invention.
